WASHINGTON—Evidence 
that 


President Wilson intends to see that 
the recommendations of the National 
War Labor Board arc followed to 
the letter, was seen today in the text 
of his communication to the heads of 
the two great telegraph companies 
asking that they accept the board's 
findings- in their controversy with 
their employes. 


The fact that the president had' 


personally taken up the case became j 
known last night with the announce- 
ment that Clarence H. Mackay, pres- 
ident of the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany, that his company would waive 
its right to discharge men who have 
joined a union, and that Newton Can- 
ton, 
president of tl I; Western l\n- 


ion, would send his answer Monday. 


May Join Unions 


The war labor board's decision in 


the case was that the men should bo 
permitted to join unions* 


The president's letter to the tele- 


graph heads, made public today, 
reads: 


•'My attention has been called to 


the fact that the National War La- 
bor Board, after a careful consider- 
ation of the questions at issue be- 
tween the telegraph companies and 
their employes, have arrived at a 
decision, the essential points of 
which are embraced in the following: 


"1. The employes have a right to 


join a union if they so desire, and 
men discharged for joining the union 
sho-uld be reinstated1. ' ••

"2. The company should not be 


required to deal with the union or to 
recognize it. 
"3. 
Committees 
of 
employes 


should be recognized in presenting 
grievances. 
"4. Where employes and employ- 


ers fail to agree, the question in dis- 
pute should be determined by the na- 
tional labor board. 


"6. The telegraphers' union should 


not initiate strikes or permit 
its 


members to initiate them, but should 
submit" all grievances to the Nation- 
al War Labor Board. 


"I am informed that the represen- 


tatives of the union are willing to 
accept this decision, but 
that the 


representatives of the 
telegraph 


companies have -f I: acce.l:ed it. 


"May 
I not say 'that in my judg- 


ment it is imperatively necessary in 
the national interest that decisions 
of the National War Labor Board 
should be accepted by both parties 
to labor disputes? 


Nation Affected 


"To fail to accept them is to jeop- 


ardize the interests of the nation 
very seriously because it constitutes 
a rejection of the instrumentality sot 
up by the government itself for the 
determination of labor disputes, set 
up with a sincere desire to arrive at 
justice in evory case and with the 
express purpose of safeguarding the 
nation against labor difficulties dur- 
ing the continuation of the present 
war. 
"All these circumstances being 


taken into consideration, I do not 
hesitate to say that it is a patriotic 
duty to co-operate in this all-impor- 
tant matter with the government by 
the use of the instrumentality which 
the government has set up. I, there- 
fore, write to ask that I may have 
your earnest

Wil- 


son has again thrown the weight of 
his influence into the balance of the 
federal women's suirage amendment. 
He expressed today the hope that the 
senate would act favorably at this 
session on the amendment to the 
states, passed 'by the house last Jan- 
uary after he had given his endorse- 
ment. 


His statement follows: 
"I have read your message with 


the deepest interest and I am glad- 
to welcome the opportunity to say 
that I agree with reservation that 
the fall and sincere democratic re- 
construction of the world for which 
we are striving, and which we are 
determined to bring about at any 
cost, will not have been- completely 
or adeuately attained until women 
are admitted to the suurage, and 
that only by that action can the na- 
tions of the world realize 
for the 


benefit of future generations the full 
ideal force of opinion, or the full hu- 
mane forces of action. 


"The service 
of women during 


this supreme crisis of the world his- 
tory has been of the most signal use- 
fulness. 
This war could not have 


been fought without them, or its 
sacrifices endured. It is high time 
that some part of "our debt of grati- 
tude to 
them should 
be acknowl- 


edged and paid, and the only ac- 
knowledgement they ask is their ad- 
mission to suffrage. 


"Can we justly refuse it? And for 


America, it is my earnest ~J:>pe,that 
the senate of the United States will 
give an unmistakable answer to this 
uestion by passing the 
suffrage 


amendment of our federal constitu-
